KNIFE BLADE, IN MAN'S JAW 
SEVERAL YEARS, REMOVED 


Three-Inch Piece of Stec] Hafmicss 
Until Broken by Accident, Caus- 
‘ing New Inflammation. 


A jack-knife blade, 2% inches long and 
% of an inch wide was taken yesterday 


from the right jaw of Marion Chavis, a 
Mexican, in St. Mary’s Hospital, East 


St. Louls. Dr. Charles Winning, who 
performed the operation, said the blade 
appeared to have been encysted in the 
jaw for five years. The patient has 
been unable to talk sufficiently to ex- 
plain how it came there. 

Chavis is a sheep butcher at the Swift 
packing nouse. Three weeks ago & 
roller fell and struck him on the jaw. 
A serious swelling resulted, and X-ray 
examinations, for what was at first 
supposed .to be a fracture of the bone,

REPORTS PANAMA CANAL IS

JAPANESE STEAMER IS SUNK, 
NORWEGIAN SHIP SAVES CREW 


GALVESTON, Tex., Feb. 5.—Capt. An- 
derson of the Norwegian steamship Age- 
ron, which arrived here this morning 
from Gibraltar, reparts having picked up 
on Jan. 5 the captain and crew of 4 
men of the Japanese steamship Chinto 
Maru, 220 miles from the nearest land. 

The Chinto Maru had been sunk by 
submarine shell fire on Jan. 4, according 
to members of the crew. 

The men were in open boats and al- 
most exhausted when’ rescued. An off- 
shore gale made it impossible for them 
to make progress toward land.

President to Rule on Status of Prus- 
sian-American ‘Treaty of 1828. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—The status of 
the Prussian-American treaty of 1828 is 
one of tre first things President Wilson 
will have to decide as a result of break- 

ing off relations with Germany. 

Originally negotiated and known as 
the treaty of 1799, all of its terms were 
included in the later treaty of 1828, when 
it expired by limitation. The United 
States considered the treaty obsolete 
and no American official ever believei 
its terms would be invoked until Ger- 
many suddenly took advantage of them 
when called upon fo settle for sinking 
the American sailing ship William P. 
Frye early in the war. 

Examination of the terms of the a}. 
most forgotten convention shows that 
it contains provisions which, if permit- 
ted to stand, might prevent the United: 
States from confiscating German war- 
bound ships, in American harbors, in 
care of war. It also contains the pro- 
visions for the departure of nationals 
from either country, mentioned itn to.- 
day's dispatches. 

How the United States would regard 
a proporal for a special re-ratification 
of the treaty is not clear at this time.

Has No Power to Hold American 
Vessels in Port, but Favors 
This Course. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—What steps 
o take with regard to American mefr- 


chant ships sailing for the war zone, 


whether to arm them, provide convoys, 
let them go unattended; and unarmed, 
or hold them in port, is proving one of 
the most difficult questions arising out 
of the German crisis. 

The State Department is standing on 
its announced opinion that it would be 
wiser to postpone sailings for a few 
days, but individual ship owners are 
free to take whatever action their judg- 
ment distates, regardless of Federal ad- 
vice against sailings. No pressure has 
been exerted to hold ships in port. 

Neither the arming nor the convoying 
of American ships would be regarded 
where as a hostile act, although it is ad- 
ritted Germany might so classify it. 

The German blockade and threat to 
sink all vessels, neutral as well as bel- 
ligerent, are held here to be so far afield 
from internationa! law that armament 
er convoy for self-protecting is a clear 
right. 

The status of Germans aboard the 
war-bound merchant vessels in Amer: 
ican ports wil be the same as any other 
aliens if they come ashore. The break 


with Germany has not affected them in} 


any way. As long as they remain aboard 
their vessels they are on German terri- 
tory and immigration officials have no 
control over them. 

The case of crews aboard interned 
German auxillary cruisers is different. 
These crews belong to Germany’s mili- 
tary forces and are being taken off and 
guarded by United 
thorities. : 

Sailors aboard German merchant ships 
may enter the United States, as may 
any alien, if they pass required tests. 

A statement was given out by the 
Secretaries of Labor explaining the law 
in this connection. 


MUNITIONS MILLS AND

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 5.— Plants 
of tremendous military importance 
are in and near this city, including 
the Frankford end Schuylkill arsenals 
and the big armament mills which 
turn out thousands of tons of wir 
materials.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6,—Arrange- 
ments are being made for all German 
Consuls and consular. officials in the 
United States to accompany Count von 
Bernstorff and the German embassy 
staff out of the country. The whple 
party—more than 300 in all—probably 
will go by way of Cuba and Spain. 

Dr. Paul Ritter, Swiss Minister, now 
in charge of German diplomatic inter- 
ests here, is conducting negotiations 
with Assistant Secretary Phillips of the 
State Department for the departure of 
the German staffs. 

The counselor of the Swiss Legation 
conferred today with Secretary Phi'- 
lips and it was said that the plans 
were being delayed only while informa- 
tion of steamship and transportation fa- 
cilities were being gathered. The first 
step is to mobilize all the German con- 
sular forces in time to join Count von 
Kernstorff’s party. 

At first it had been planned for the 
party to leave on scme steamer sailing 
from New York, but after further con- 
sideration it was thought better in view 
of the circumstances that the depart- 
ure be made from some less thickly 
settled community. 

Under the tentative plane the Consuls 
and their families will go to Havana 
by way of Key West, from various parts 
of the co-«ntry while the embassy staff 
will go directly south from Washington. 
A Spanish steamship large enough tc 
accommodate all Germans is due to sa'tl 
from Havana for Spain, Feb. 20, but it 
is considered probable all the party 
will arrive in the Cuban capital sever.’

From Spain ft is planned for the party 
to go to Switzerland either by rail 
through France or by steamer to Italy 
and then by rail. In either case safe 
conducts will be required for the party 
and probably will be obtained by the 
United States. It also was learned to- 
day that Count von Bernstorff and 
members of his staff will take with 
them when they depart only their per- 
sonal belongings. All the furniture and 
fixtures in the embassy will be left be- 
hind.

WARBOUND IN PORT 


Statement Says Such Action 
Would Be an Aggression Which 
Might Be Called Hostile. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Persistent re- 
ports of impending seizure of German 
freight and passenger ships, Wwar- 
bound in American’. ports, led 
to an authorized statement for the Gov- 
ernment that such a step is not even 
under consideration. It is pointed out 
that while port authorities will take 
necessary precautions to protect prop- 
erty and’*safeguard navigation, for the 
Government to seize these ships in 
American harbors as visitcrs under their 
own flag, would be an aggression which 
might be construed as hostile to Ger- 
many.

HER GREW SAVED 


Especial Solicitude Shown by, 


U-Boat Commander for 
Safety of Men. 


LONDON, Feb. 5.-—The American 
steamship, Housatonic, which was sunk 
by a Gerfhan submarine off the Scilly 
Islands, Saturday morning, was warned 
before she was sent to the bottom, and 
all her crew were served. 

More than that, especial solicitude for 
the safety of the crew was shown by 
the U-boat commander, for he not only 
gave the Housatonic’s company an hour 
in which to abandon their .vessel, but 


then towed their smal! boats for an hour 


and a half toward land, after which une 
fired sigrals that called to their apaipt- 
ance a British patrol vessel. 

The rules which Germany ceemalid 
President Wilson to obey, after the 
“Sussex note,” appear to have been car 
ried out explicitly. 

The crew of the Housatoni¢e has been 
landed at Penzance, England. John G, 
Stevens, American Consul at Plymouth 
sent the following telegram: 

“Total crew of 37 of Housatonic land- 
ed at Penzance Saturday. Vessel torpe- 
doed by a German submarine, 12:30 Sat- 
urday. Warned. Crew towed 9 min- 
utes by submarine toward land.” 

Stevens telegraphed today to Robert 
P. Skinner, American Consul-General. 
that the Housatonic was halted by a 
German submarine at noon and that, 
after being warned, the crew took to the 
boats, The Housatonic was then tor 
pedoed and sunk and the submarine 
towed the boats to a point’ off the En- 
glish coast. 


When hailed by the submarine the] 


Hougatonic was flying the American 
flag and had the American colors paint- 
ed on her side, says a dispatch to ‘the | 
Central News. The crew was given ah 
hour in which to leave the ship, the 
submarine commander saying: ; 

“TI have orders to sink every vessel 
coming to England,’’ 

The Germans searched the Housatonic 
and took a quantity of soap, which they 
said was difficult to obtain. The second 
mate of the Housatonic was second 
mate of the American steamer Gulflight 
when that vessel was attacked by a 
German submarine off the Scilly Islands 
early in the war. 


Housatonic Apparently in Same Cate- 


ry as That of the Frye. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. b.—As the 


Housatonic was carrying contraband, 
any controversy over her destruction is 
expected to present no more serious an 
issue than a claim for monetary dam- 
ages. The case apparently falls into tha 
same category as that of the American 
ship William P. Frye, destroyed with a 
cargo of grain early in the war by a 
raider after her crew had been taken 
off. 

‘Consul Stevens’ report from Plymouth, 
England, said: 

“American steamer Housatonic, load- 
ed with a cargo of wheat for the Brit- 
ish Government, torpedoed by German 
submarine 12:3 Feb, 3. Vessel warned 
and total crew of 37 rescued by sub- 
marine and towed for 90 minutes to- 
wards land. Submarine fired a signal to 
British patrol boat, which subsequent- 
ly landed crew at Penzance.” — 

In some quarters the unusual precau- 
tions taken to insure a safe landing 
for the crew was taken to mean that 
international law and Germany’s sub- 
marine pledges would be observed mors 
scupulously than ever in the case of 
many vessels which were on the high 
sea as the time the new campaign of 
unrestricted warfare became effective 
Feb. 1. In her note announcing the 
campaign, Germany said immunity from 
the new measures of warfare would be 
extended tq all ships which had left 
their home ports before the efféctive 
date. 

There also was a suggestion that 
this regard for vessels already on their 
way to the war zone might preclude 
the possibility of any sefious develop- 
ment affccting American interests for a 
period of two weeks or more, and 
might make it impossible to determine 
for that period just how effective the 
German blockade campaign would be.

Basis of Brazil's Response. 

‘‘Aside from the new attitutude of the 
T’nited States, in so far as it is the un- 
questionable Jeader,”’ says the agency, 
“the Brazilian Government considers 
that the situation which is created for 
it by the German note, compared with 
the situation created for the United 
States presents simple differences of de- 
gree, but is identical in substance. These 
two considerations of national policy, 
fidelity to treaties and a continental pol- 
ica traditionally pan-American, will 
serve as a basis for Brazil's response to 
tne German note, the text or which wi) 
be definitely determined upon. 

“The American continental policy has 
not failed to impress strongly Dr. Lauro 
Muller, whose personal friendship for 
the United States is known, as is also 
the traditional friendship between Bra- 
“il and the United States, consecrated 
first in 1826 by the adhesion of Brazil to 
the Monroe Doctrine. Although practical 
acts do not appear as yet to have been 
contemplated, there is every reason to 
believe that the protest which will form 
the substance of Brazil's reply will em- 
body full approbation of the attitude of 
the United States.’’ 


Brazil Directly Touched. 
“Paiz’’ publishes an article today in- 
It says: 
“Up to the present the reserve of our 
chancellery has been justified by the 
Monroe Doctrine, our lack of military 
and economic preparation and the con- 
sideration “due the United States, upon 
which fails logically the role of leader 
in the continental policy. But today 
Brazil has been directly touched.’’ 

The paper continues: “In a conversa- 
tion today with Dr. Lauro Muller, we 
received the impfession that he is pro- 
foundly affected by the gravity of the 
situation created by the attitude of the 
United States, ard is disposed, in accord

Precedents for Wilson’s 


Effort to Link Neutrals 
Russia Led “Armed Neutrafities

HE purpose of President Wilson to 
7 link the other neutral Powers of 
the world with the United States 
for the preservatio:. of neutral rights 
recalls strikingly two previous attempts 
of neutral Powers, more than a hundred 
years ago, to present solid fronts 
against desperate belligerents. In each 
of these two instances leagues were 
formed under the leadership of Russia. 
The first occurred in 1780, during the 
war between Great_Aritain, her Amer- 
ican colonies, vhcot and Spain. The 
unregulated actions of privateers and 
the seizure and destruction of neutral as 
well as enemy ships’and goods without 
regard to law, created a condition not 
unlike that in which neutrals find them- 
selves today. 


In this situation Russia sent notes to 
England, France, and Spain, in which 
she set out the following five principles, 
declaring she would insist upon them as 
rules of maritime warfare with respect 
to her subjects and their property: 
That neutral vessels shall be allowed to 
navigate from port to port of belliger- 
ents and along their coasts; that enemy 
goods on neutral vessels, contraband ex- 
cepted, should not be seized; that only 
munitions and sulphur shall be consid- 
ered contraband; that a port should be 
considered legally blockaded only if the 
blockading belligerent maintained off 
such port a sufficient number of ves- 
sels to create obvious danger in enter- 
ing such port, and that these principles 
‘hall govern in the proceedings and 
judgments on the legality of prizes. 

In August of that year Russia induced 
Denmark and Sweden to join with her 
in equipping a number of warships for 
the purpose of enforcing these princi- 
ples. In 1781 the Netherlands, Prussia 
and Austria joined the league, and in 
1782 Portugal, and in 1783 the two Sicilies. 
France, Spain and the United States 
accepted the principles of the league

Denmark 
made a more.courageous effort to en- 
force these principles than any of the 
other members of the league. In one 
instance a Danish frigate in. charge of 
six merchant vessels refused to submit 
to search upon meeting six British cruis- 
ers, and was overpowered and captured 
in a short action, the convoy being car-

Had Less Suecess Than First, 

Even less success attended the second 
league toward the vindication of neu- 
tral rights than had been accomplished 
by the first.

Phenomena, Father Brennan Ex- 
plains, Caused by Refraction 
of Light by Ice Particles. 


Rarly risers in St. Louis today had an 
unusual opportunity to see moon dogs 
and sun dogs. These are rare atmos- 
pheric phenomena which some persons 
superstitutiously believe to be war 
omens and others a portent of continued 
zero weather. 


streak of light across it. the two streaks (‘America in 1912 


having the exact semblance of 1. cross. 
At either end of the horizonial strea. 
was a spot of light. fainter in illumi- 
ration than the moon, but resembling 
it in general conformation. These were 
the ‘‘dogs.’”’ ‘The® general effect was 
that of three moons in a row, overiaid 
with a cross of light. 
“Sun Dogs” in Evidence. 

This phenomenon was repeated, 
more brilliant effect when the sun 
came visible, shortly after 7 a. m., 

Like the moon, the sun also was in 
the center of a cross, and on either 
side, at a distance of about three de. 
grees, was a counterfeit sun, or “dog” 

The Rev. Martin 8. Brennan, noted 
priest-astronomer, observed both phe- 
nomena. He said they were caused by 
the refraction and reflection of light by 
gmiall particles of ice in the air. 

illusion Is Explained. 

“The illusion of a cross,” he said, 
‘was the same as when you set a can- 
dle in front of a mirror, or look at a 
candle through a piece of wire screen. 
The ‘‘dogs’’ are caused by rerlection 
from ice particles on either side of the 
sur or moon. 

At the beginning of this phenomenon 
there apparently is a ring around the 
sun or moon, but because of the angle 
at which we view it from the earth thie 
illumination at the outer edges of this 
ring seeme most intefflse, giving the 
ta'se inipression of two extra suns or 
moons.”’

VIEWS ON BREAK

‘“Measureless Importance 
History of Mankind,” Says 
the Times. ' 


LONDON, Feb. i.—‘‘The act of Pres- 
ident Wilson is an event of measure- 
less importance in the history of man- 
kind,” says the. Times today. ‘‘For the 
first time since it became a great Power 
the United States has directly inter- 
vened in a European war. * ° A 
course pregnant with untold results 
hereafter.” 

Discussing the possibilits 
Times says: . 

‘Whether the 


of war, the 
American people wil! 
be forced to draw the sword now lies 
‘in the hands of Germany. If Germany 
does not draw back, the armed inter- 
vention of America becomes certain.’’ 
The Daily Telegraph says: ‘‘The action 
forced upon Washington is a long step 


in the direction of war. The remaining 
steps may never be taken, but it is suf- 
ficiently clear that both the Govern- 
ment and the people of the United 
States are ready to take them if the 
defense of their rights demands it.”’ 

The paper believes that ‘‘this last 
effect of criminal desperation will has- 
ten the finish of Germany’’ and adds: 
‘‘Mankind averts its face from Germany 
and her wretched accomplices. Their 
growing populations are now to feel 
that in all the world they have nc 
friend remaining, no powerful peace- 
maker upon whom to look for sympathy 
and help. 

Advantage for Allies. 

The Daily News sees only a slender 
prospect that war between the United 
States and Germany will be averted and 
believes that, if it comes, substantial 
advantages for the allies will immedi- 
ately accrue. It points out these in de- 
tail and adds that, if the United States 
contributes only ships and money her 
intervention would be neceosatily of 
great effect. It would, says the paper, 
zo far to convince Germany. that her 
case is hopeless and would 60 increase 
the predominance of the allies as t« 
bring peace substantially nearer.”’ 

“President Wilson’s decision, which 
vas both just and courageous,’ says 
the Morning Post, ‘‘will put new spirit 
irto the hearts and minds of the lesser 
reutral nations, which for ‘wo years 
have suffered the most* atrocious in 
juries ever done by one country to an- 
other at sea since the Barbary. Cor- 
sairs. * * * We are entitled to con- 
gratulate ourselves that the truth of 
what we constantly affirmed respectin: 
the character and aims of the German 
Government has now received the in- 
dorsement of a great and friendly na- 
tion. The American spirit of pride, jus- 
tice and independence has again proved 
itself.’’ 


What Will Happen. 
The Daily Chronicle, after. contend- 


ing that President Wilson could not 
have acted otherwise without abdicat- 
ing the position he took last April, says: 

‘"There seems to be no present proba- 
tility that Germany will hold out her 
hand in order to preserve seace with 
the United States. The Chancellor’s 
speech points all the other way. The 
question of interest, therefore, is not 
so much whether America wii] join in 
the war, but what wiil happen when she 
Coes.”’ 

This newspaper speculates 
prokability of South American support. 
It thinks the adhesion of the South 
American states would prove valuable, 
as it would make it more difficult for 
Germany to maintain a submarine cam- 
paign on the other side.of the Atlan- 
tic. The paper is inclired to think, how- 
eyer, that, if the United States and 
other neutrals enter the war, Germany 
is likely to try to “make Belgiums of 
her neutral neighbors in Europe.” 

The Daily Mail remarks the pa- 
fience with which President Wilson has 
acted throughout the controversy. Ti 
says his patience was that of a man 
who was inflexibly determined to pur- 
Sue a course he knew was right The 
newspaper adds that Americans wili 
now see, however, that his patiencs 
has only encouraged ‘Prussian arro- 
gance.

. Welcome Moral Support. 
The allies,’’ says the Daily Mail, 


“frankly are glad to have the moral 
support and sympathy of the United 
States. We have been fighting for two 
and a half years for what we know to 
be right. We are glad the Americans 
know it, too, but we also know it is 
our war and that we, by our own ef- 
forts, must win it. A hard Struggle lies 
ahead. The serious question is wheth- 
er the new British army can defeat th-= 
old German army before the new Ger-~ 
man navy is under the control of the 
old British navy. On the answer of 
this question depend the fate, freedom 
and destiny of the world, for the Unite 
States is no more ready for war than 
we were in August, 1914, and its inter- 
vention can. hardly be made effective 
in time for this year’s campaign.”’ 

The President’s action was referred 
to in many pulpits, the Bishup of Lon- 
don and other prominent divines ap- 
plauding the American decisivn. 

The Manchester Guardian believes tha: 
President Wilson has already received 
assurances that other exreat neutral 
Powers will follow the lead of :1:2 Unit- 
ed States. ‘‘The United States,”’ Says 
the Guardian, “takes her fitting place 
today as the greatest of the neutral 
Powers and tieir leader. ‘I tuke it for 
Sranted,” said President Wilson. ‘that 
all neutrals will take the same course ° 
He would’ hardly have made such a 
Statement without authority. [Ir other 
Powers, notably, we suppose, practica)- 
ly the whole of the Powers or Soutn 
America, should join the United States 
in, this step there is a strong probabil- 
ity that they also will join in tte- ‘next 
and decisive one of entering siie by sido 
into the war.’’

Until now, he said, conscription has 
been of “doubtful expediency,’’ because 
popular opposition might have halted 
all plans for reasonable preparedness. 
‘Now that the war is on us, however,” 
he continued, ‘‘now that the people sec 
the necessity, why should we not take 
advantage of this state of public mind 
and do what justice and real democ- 
racy require?’ 

A wholly volunteer system, he said. 
takes the “flower of the country’s youth 
te sacrifice themselves, and leaves be 
hind those who can only be dragged in 
by ultimate resort to law.”’ 


Advocates Year’s Service. 
“Why not equalize the burden at 


once?” he asked. ‘Place it on all. Re 
quire at least a year’s service with the 
colors from every man between 19 and 
24. This need not interfere with capabie 
men under 4. Such conscription wouid 
furnish a permanent trained force from 
the body of the entire people to supply 
an adequate defense whenever defense 
is necessary.”’ 

In opening his remarks on conscrip- 
tion, which were in the nature of a 
preface to his prepared address on the 
League to Enforce Peace, Taft said he 
kad been asked to talk on constructive 
peace. 

“Is this topic out of place when this 
country faces war as it does tcday?’” he 
said. “I do not think so. While all de- 
Flore our being forced into war and ap- 
preciate the sacrifices and the suffering 
it will entail, we should make its hard 
necessities a reason for wise action, 
leoking not only to the immediate exi- 
gency of the war itself, but also to our 
future policy as a country and the fu- 
ture welfare of the world.”’

Drumright displayed a bullet- 
hole in his bathrobe and a grazing 
wound on his side, where he said 
Quarles shot him. 

After being suspended by Capt. Sin- 
gleton, Drumright was required to make 
a written report of the affair. He said 
he was 36 years old, unmarried, and 
lived at 4324 Delmar boulevard. During 
the last year, he related, he paid fre- 
quent visits to Mrs. Wones, and Satur- 
day night, after being relieved from 
duty, went to her rooms. ' 

He was in the bathroom, Sunday 
morning, he said, when he heard a 
noise downstairs, and looking out, saw 
Mrs. Wones struggling with Quarles, 
who held a revolver. He called to 
Quarles to get out, and Quarles shot at 
him, he said. Drumright went into the 
front room, got his revolver and opened 
fire. His first bullet missed, but the sec- 
ond. struck Quarles in the thigh. The 
latter then fired two shots, one scratch- 
ing the policeman’s right side.

Teachers’ College Requirements. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

T am unable to understand why a girl who has 
been satisfactorily graduated from a public high 
school may not enter the Teachers’ College if she 
wishes without taking examination. At present 
the rule is that only the girls graduating in the 
upper two-thirds of the class may enter; unless 
they make high grades in several entrance exam- 
inations covering the entire ~four years’ high 
school course. This would not te so bad if these 

minations were anything reasonabie. But 
ey are purposely made absurdly and impossibly 
fficult, and are invariably failed on. The girls 
the upper two-thirds would fail on them just 
“as surely as those who have to pass them. There 
‘are SO many causes—sickness, absence, etc.—that 
would prevent a girl from graduating in the up- 
per two-thirds of her class that would not in any 
way impair her success as a teacher. The very 
fact that she has been graduated from the high 
school says that she has done the four years’ 
work satisfactorily. Then why not let her enter 
the college, and if she cannot do the work there, 
weed her out then? Give her a chance. Her 
work may be excellent when she has the motive 
of preparing for a profession. There would seem 
to be some reason for this rule, if the college 
were overcrowded. But it is practically empty. 
~ Even the system of ‘elimination is all wrong. 
If they must have a standard it should be per- 
centages. Every half year it happens that girls 
With averages of 76 and 77 will be refused admit- 
tance from one high school, not being in the up- 
per two-thirds, whereas those with 65 from an- 
other school were admitted. Then there is the 
matter, of “flunkers.” In the high schools a 
pupil who fails in any subject and reviews that 
Bubject the next term, is credited with the grades 
for the semester’s work, which he makes when 
he is reviewing. On this account ‘a _ girl who 
never fails may come out with lower grades than 
one who repeatedly fails. 

Many a parent makes sacrifices to send her girl 
through high sthool, just with the idea of hav- 
ing them teach. Everybody, even people not per- 
sonally interested, say that this ruling is arbi- 
Srary and unjust. The faculty of the Teachers’ 
College owes the public -n explanation.

The Ger- 
man people would soon feel this mora! condemna- 
tion—their fsolation from the sympathy, com- 
munication and co-operation of the world—so 
acutely that the will and energy of the Govern- 
ment would inevitably under 
the strain. This moral weight, Bismarck once 
remarked, exceeds the weight of material forces.

Of course, the moral combination of neutrals 
would have material effects. It would supple- 
ment the British blockade by a practical em- 
bargo, extending to every form of trade, or aid 
in commerce and finance. 

If to this weight were added physical force the 
swift defeat of German alliance would be as- 
sured. Germany, regardless of her military re- 
sources, her superb organization, her energy and 
endurance, with only Austria-Hungary, Bulgaria 
and Turkey on her side, would be helpless against 
such a world combination. 

The President’s action, 
makes for ending the war, but it moves towards 
a league of nations to enforce just peace and 
preserve the fruits of civilization. The war would 
close with a union of nations joined to prevent 
lawless warfare and to enforce justice and lib- 
erty. It would have a voice in the peace set- 
tlement and we believe that the war-exhausted 
belligerents would listen to the appeal of reason.

Between this vision of the victory of peace 
principles and the present realities lies the pos- 
sibility of an arduous task calling for all our 
resources and energies. We must not deceive 


ourselves. We must prepare for whatever work 


may be laid upon us by the consequences of-our 
action. 

We must speed up ship building and increase 
the naval program. We must make effective pro- 
vision for land forces. An act providing for the 
training of all citizens of military age should be 
passed. Adequate equipment, arms and munitions 


must be supplied. No precautions to guard the 


national safety and attain our national objects in 

the possible world conflict which confronts us 

should be neglected.

THE GRAND JURY'S DEFENSE. 

The December grand jury’s defense of its act 
in holding secret meetings with lawyer-politicians 
in connection with its election frauds investiga- 
tidn is couched in the language of dignified re- 
sentmeént, but it is scarcely complete. The jurors 
affirm what nobody in St. Louis doubted, that they 
were trying to be useful and to do their full duty 
by the public. Nevertheless they committed a 
blunder and good intentions do not always miti- 
gate the consequences of a blunder. 

“We could accomplish little by shutting our- 
selves up in the grand jury room and waiting for 
evidence to come to us,” their report says. One 
passes over the obvious retort that grand juries 
have been accomplishing things for a good many 
years without going ‘outside of their lawful re- 
straints. The important thing to ask is whether 
the jurors hoped to find better guidance in the 
counsel of men with a direct interest in the out- 
come of the investigation than they would find 
in the advice of public servants whose sworn duty 
it was to guide them. If so, it must have been 
because they believed the Courts and the Circuit 
Attorney either incompetent or unwilling to han- 
die the inquiry properly. 

The explanation seems to leave the matter in 
worse shape than it was before. It either says 
too much or else not half enough. This appears 
to be something on which the public might fairly 
demand further enlightenment.

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MEXICO’S NEW CONSTITUTION. 

If American or British radicals were to draft 
a new Constitution for a country controlled by 
them they would produce a document resembling 
in many respects that which has just received 
the approval of the convention at Queretaro. 

The basic principle of the law, that Mexico is 
to be reserved for Mexicans, with all its ramifica- 
tions in relation to ownership and use of public 
lands and natural resources and oportunities for 
employment, has found expression at one time 
or another in the polity of various American 
states. Eight hours are to constitute a day’s 
work and there is to be compulsory arbitration of 
labor disputes. In the administration of criminal 
justice all court costs are abolished. 

Politically, the most important provision is that 
which relates to the presidency. There is to be 
no Vice President and no other designated suc- 
cessor to the President. When for any reason 
there is a vacancy in the chief magistracy, Con- 
gress alone is empowered to act, pending an elec- 
tion. Recent events such as the elevation of 
Huerta by assassination and enforced resigna- 
tions, by which he gained a color of title to the 
presidency, explain this departure.

WILSON’S SECOND INAUGURATION, 
The abandonment one month from today of the 


usual inauguration ceremonies is suggested at 


Washington. 
The reason assigned for this unprecedented 


course is the crisis which by that time may have 
brought us to war. But at a critical stage of a 
former war with fighting much nearer to Wash- 
ington than fighting is likely to get during any 
war with a European Power, no suggestion was 
made that Lincoln should have an unceremoni- 
ous induction to office simply because he was al- 
ready President and a second inauguration would 
duplicate the first. He was sworn in with the old 
customs and made a speech that will be remem- 
bered longer than many of the military operations 
that then overshadowed it. 

Svents may render it fitting to surround Mr. 
Wilson’s second inauguration with even more of 
ceremonial than is usual. A great outpouring of 
the people on such an occasion might express the 
unity and patriotic purpose of the country as it 
could be expressed in no other way. 

‘‘GOING STRAIGHT.’’ 

That was a revolutionary thing Senator Kes- 
singer did in the Illinois Legislature the other 
day. He introduced a bill that said what it meant 
and stopped. Its language was so plain and 
simple that anybody, even a lawyer, should have 
been able to understand it. 

It was so plain that it perplexed a learned Sen- 
ator who was accustomed to bills with a fine lot 
of involutions and convolutions. He demanded 
an explanation. 

The bill was being read and when the clerk got 
to “going straight’ the Honorable Senator from 
Peoria. arose to inquire just what the Honorable 
Senator from Aurora meant by that. Senator Kes- 
singer said “going straight” meant going straight, 
and he had put it in that way so that anybody 
going straight would understand and not err 
therein. 

The Peoria Senator made no further objection, 
but he looked worried. It seemed to him fhat_ 
there must be something crooked about a thing 
that went as straight as that. Now, if Senator 
Kessinger had made the bill say “starting from 
one point and proceeding by the shortest and 
most direct and least circuitous route. and the 
shortest distance to another point then and there 
located in a given direction from the first point, 
in the manner and form aforesaid, according to 
law in such case made and provided,’ he would 
have known what to make of it because that is 
the usual senatorial version of ‘‘going straight.” 
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OUR DIFFERING PASTORS. 

Americans who have been groping for some 
explanation of what is to them the inconipre-, 
tensible inability of Germany’s rulers to under- 
stand public opinion in this country, may find 
a little light in two speeches made Friday night. 
One of them was vy Mr. Bryan, thrice candidate 
for the presidency and once Secretary of State, 
and the other was by Mr. Taft, once President. 


Said Mr. Bryan: 

If any nation challenged us (to war) this 
would be the answer this country should give: 
No: we have the welfare of 100,000,000 people 
to guard; priceless ideals to preserve and we 
will not wallow with you in a mire of blood 
to conforan to a false standard. 

Said Mr. Taft: 

She (Germany) may not know the spirit of 
the good-natured, tolerant, war-hating giant 
she now challenges. She may overestimate, 
as she has done before, in the case of other na- 
tions, the influence of sordid motives, of the 
inertia of, comfort and of dissentient ele- 
ments among us, which she may expect to 
paralyze our action. She may stir an active 
patriotism in our people which she does not 
suspect. She may shock us into a real prepar- 
ation for war and the sacrifice it involves as 
nothing else might. 

Germany may have been misled by the fact that 
the Bryans of the United States are more vo- 
ciferous than the Tafts. She may not know that 
while we Americans flock to the tent meetings 
of our pulpit-pounding evangelists, we draw our 
real spiritual nourishment from more hard-head- 


ed, sensible pastors.

THE HOUSATONIC OBJECT LESSON. 

The specific case of the Housatonic illuminates 
the American attitude on the whole issue. 

She .was overtaken in one of the arbitrarily 
detined war zones of European waters. She was 
carrying grain, contraband only when destined 
for the maintenance of military forces. 

Had she been bound for Germany and been 
seized by an entente ship, she would have been 
taken into port. Every right to which her own- 
ers and the flag under which she sailed are en- 
titled would have had adjudication. No irrevo- 
cable invasion of such immunities as she may 
have had would have taken place. She would 
have had her’day in court with deliberate con- 
sideration of_those delicate questions of contra- 
band over which the world has been in dispute 
for years. 

Captured by Germans her status was summarily 
disposed of by naval oficers in peril of attack and 
the hazards of the sea. The contrast between the 
entente policy, which is the established naval | 
policy, and the German policy is striking. It 
is not because of this contrast, however, that the 
grave issue between Washington and Berlin has 
arisen. But one question and one alone made 
the case an occasion for deep suspense for 24 
hours. Did Germany in destroying her destroy 
also lives which Germany had no right to take? 

The matter which has brought the two coun- 
tries to the verge of war is not a matter of legal 
or illegal delimitations of war zones or effective 
or ineffective blockades or the sinking of ships 
or any of the other controversies which have 
provoked grave crises in prior naval wars. It is 

matter of protecting human lives entitled to 
protection. The moment it was ascertained that 
the U-boat’s officers observed the prescribed pre- 
cautions, showing, indeed, a splendid forbearance, 
all cause of anxiety over the Housatonic ceased. 

The distinctions in the case are worth pointing 
Thus early after the break in relations an 
object lesson summing up the whole issue is given :

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Ely’s Play Overburdened With 
Propaganda, but Has Amus- 
ing Incidents.

XTREMES do meet, and History 
repeats itself like a parrot with 
the stammering habit. 

Not s0 many years ago we were see- 
ing anti-rum plays of the ‘“‘Ten Nights 
in a Barroom”’ type, in which the,poor 
drunkard served as a horrible example, 
and in which the saloons were pictured 
as owning the politicians, bullying the 
newspapers, and lining the grass-grown 
Streets with staggering human forms, 
which on occasion could be converted 
Mmto mobs, to punish anybody who dared 
to oppose the liquor power. This sort 
of thing did not make much of a play, 
for everyone knew that in the last act 
the poor drunkard would stand forth 
reformed, wearing a boiled shirt and a 
clean collar, and the chastened saloon 
keeper would go into the soft-drink 
business. However, these plays used to 
“go” in great shape, and had as much 
dramatic merit as is consistent with the 
purposes of propaganda. 

Lewis B. Ely’s anti-prohibition play, 
“A Dry Town,” which had its first pro- 
duction by the Players Theater Stock 
Company yesterday, uses the same 
methods of propaganda, and suffers 
from the same limitations as drama. It 
“went” extremely well, last night, be- 
fore an audience composed, to a re- 
markable extent, of young people. 

Heroine Has the “Papers.” 

In ‘A Dry Town,’ the horrible ex- 
ample is the crooked politician, who gets 
énto office as an advocate of prohibition, 
while he owns stock in a mail-order 
whiskey concern. His fate is in sight 
from the beginning, for it is known that 
a resolute young woman has the “pa- 
pers,”” which she will, sooner or later 
get before the public. There ig a touch 
of novelty when, at the close, the polit- 
ical hypocrite becomes an evangelist. 
who begs the newspapers to attack him 
if they can’t praise him, but on no ac- 
count to ignore him. 

Here, too, are the “old faces we used 
to shake hands with’’ in the anti-rum 
plays—the political hangers-on, who are 
for prohibition now, the mob, which i+ 
now an instrument of terror against 
the critics of prohibition, and the poor 
drunkard, who reforms after the town 
has gone wet again, and he is no long- 
er tempted to assert his rights by sur- 
reptitious drinking. Ag for the trans- 
formation in the town, it outdoes any- 
thing that the anti-rum plays ever 
thought of. The newspaper office, ele- 
gant out of all semblance to any rea! 
one, is but an index of the town’s re- 
stored prosperity. One wonders wheth- 
er the town was so rich and happy 
when it was wet originally, and if so, 
why it ever went drv. ° 

The answer seems to be that the poli- 
ticians had hoodwinked the good people 
into voting the town dry. There are 
those, to be sure, who will say that the 
prohibition movement has not worked 
this way—that small bands of men and 
women, especially women, carried or 
the fight for. years with no hope of re- 
ward, and that the politicians attached 
themselves to the movement last of 
all. They will also say that, if the po- 
litical leader in a real dry town were 
found to be a hypocrite, the dry forces 
would get rid of him, get a new leader 
and get rid of mail-order booze by mak- 
ing the town bone-dry as soon as they 
could. These matter-of-fact persons 
should attend this play and see how 
mistaken thev have been. 

Love Interest Deferred. 

But let’s not start an argument, or 
this review will get as badly cluttered 
up with controversial matter. as the 
Play itself is. In the play, the heroine 
is so busy proclaiming the doctrine of 
“temperance, not prohibition,’’ that sine 
gets no time for even a suggestion o°% 
lovemaking, and the love interest has 
to come all in a heap—and not a very 
large heap—at the close. 

Comedy has not been neglected, how- 
ever, and character parts have been 
liberally supplied. The inky-faced little 
compositress of the print-shop, played 
by Esther Howard, had the best of these 
parts, and Arthur Holman, as the fore- 
man, had the best lines, such ag “I ain’t 
never had any respect for you, but 
we've been friends just the same,”’ and 
“spell it with a k; we haven't got a 4 
in the office.’’ 

The dialogue throughout is carefully 
wrought, even though a few time-hon- 
ored lines appear, such as “I come to 
you &s one woman to anocther,’’ and 
“T'll go, but I’m coming back.” The 
principal effort at stage setting is made 
in the church scene, which shows tho 
interior of a small town meeting house, 
reed organ, red carpet and al). The stock 
company shows evidence of careful 
training, and most of the parts are well- 
bestowed, Hardee Kirkland, as the dry 
boss, bullies his way through, with no 
attempt at diplomacy. Mitchell Harris 
is most effective as the gentlemaniy 
drunkard in the opening scene, after 
which his role becomes wholly subordi- 
nate to that of the heroine, pluckily 
played by Olive Templeton.

guns were captured. During the day 
two hostile counter attacks were re- 
pulsed with heavy losses to the enemy;
